Finding Causes 


Thus, when a convulsion oc- 
curs, the age of the patient may 
help the doctor to determine the 
cause of the disturbance. A 
careful . physical examination, 
topether with a history of the 
symptoms, also helps to arrive 
at the cause of the convulsive 
attack, 


The charncter of the convul- 
sions should be carefully 
studied, If there Is twitching 
of the face muscles, stiffness of 
the muscles throughout — the 
body, und irritability, tetany is 
tho likely causo of the diMiculty. 


X-rays of the skull may also 
be helpful in making a diagnosis, 
The child who has repeated 
convulsions should have na trace 
ing of the brain waves made, 
This is known as an clectro- 
encephalogram. Not only {3 
‘such o tracing most helpful ‘in 
dingnosing epilepsy, but it may 
even indicate that epilepsy may 
occur before o seizure has ever 
been noted. , 


In those patients who have 
convulsions as a result of a 
fover, it Ja possible that epilepsy 
js the underlying cause in about 
two cases out of three. . 


Once the cause of the con- 
vulsions is found, the physician 
can decide on the most useful

John Blake Quealy, Fourth Engineer, who was 
the engineer on watch when the explosion occurred 
on board the ss Chaksang on the night of September 
¥ told his story at the Marinc Court of Inquiry this

He told the President, Mr Neil Garland, 


that he could offer'no explanation -of the probable 


cause of the xplosion. 


Qucealy . .id that the fire was intensely hot. The 
ship's plates on the port side were white hot and the 


fire appeared to ae of an 
smoke. 


In reply to a questlon, Quealy | 


sald that the shock of the ex- 
plosion was not sufficient to 
knock either himself or the No 
1 donkeyman down, ~ 


Qucealy, in his evidence, ‘said 
that ho went on watch at B p.m, 
on September 7 and hud been 
gaven insructions by the Chicf 
Engincer to fill up the star- 
board centre tank with fuel oil. 
At the tim: of the explosion he 
had just begun ‘pumping. The 
No, 1 donkeyman was In the 
engine room at the time and 
was standing at the transfer 
Bump. 

“IT was in the engine room near 
the stokehold door and saw de- 
bris falling through the skylight. 
We expected heavier artcics 
would be coming and ran to the 
mouth of the funnel. After 
everythings was over we came 
back to the engine room,” he 

said. 

“T made an Inspection anc 
everything was in order. By 
this time the donkeyman had 
begun to go up the ladder. Theo 
T thought I would go up and sec 
if I could see someene. U had 
stone practically no distance 
when the telenraph rang ‘stow 
astern.’ I went to the controls 
and wos boinning to tum the 
engine asteim when the Second 
Engineer camo on the scene to 
arsist. 


SHUT OFF FUEL

giving us instructlons to come 
‘p from below. With that wo 
shut off all fuel. When I came 
up I went.to my, cabin and 
managed ty collect ‘a few of my 
things and then went ‘to No. 4 
lifeboat.

all the cabins. We returned to 
the- Mfcboat, which had been 
‘owered, and a few of us were 
left.on board as.we were unable 
to get in.

SOONER OR LATER 

Golfers have been known to 
score well without ever Icarning 
how to swing correctly. Sooner 
or later. however, their game 
catches up with them and they’to 
not able to shoot thoso rounds 
any more, For instance, I 
know of one former winner of 
championship events who now 
has trouble breaking celghty. 
His unorthodox swing has caught 
up with him and St is now too 
late for him to start Icarning the 
gamo over ogain with any idea 
of making. the most of it in 
tournament competition. : 

Bobby Jones still has the same 
sweet swing which characterized 
his game when he was the boy 
wonder of golf.. Of courzo, he 
{sn’t ag locen competitively os he 
wag when he wns the King of 
the Links, but he can still cut 
looso occasionally with, a sub- 
par round or two, no matter how 
hot tho competition may be. 

Tho time to learn to grooye 
your swing and organise your 
fame Is when you ano on the 
practice tee. That's the place to 
start setting up’ the rhythnt of 
each shot so that when you are 
confronted’ with the need to 
execute a similar shot during the 
course of a round you will auto- 
matically adopt the correct 
routing and rhythm without 
having to think obout cach step. 
WHAT “RHYTHM” MEANS 

In using the word rhythm 
here I am not speaking entircly 
ot the swing.’The rhythm I have 
reference to ‘here could also be 
described as the order of pro- 
ecdurc,._ Walter___.Hagen was) 
probably the greatest exponent 
of the Idind of rhythm I have 
in mind to ever play golf. 

Hagen took his own time doing 
things, but no one ever accused 
him of taking too much time 
during o round of golf, Walter 
might bo late gctting to the tee.
